TO 

Restrict the granting of Licenses for the Sale of Intoxicating a.d. i89o 
Liquors in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act shall extend to Ireland only, and may be cited as the Application, 

Licensing Act (Ireland), 1890, and shall be construed with the and abort 
Licensing Acts (Ireland), 1872 and 1874. title. 

2. Prom and after the first day of January one thousand eight Ileuses 
hundred and ninety-one no license shall be granted for the sale of granted^ 
10 intoxicating liquors except : — except in 

(1) for premises which already are or have been licensed ; 

(2) for refreshment rooms at a railway station ; 

(3) for an hotel maintained for the reception of travellers staying 
therein by night ; and 

] 5 (4) for premises in substitution of one or more existing licensed 

premises within the jurisdiction of the licensing authority 
where the applicant undertakes to permit the license therein 
to expire. 

The valuation of the premises mentioned in sub-sections (2), (3), 

20 and (4), and of the “existing licensed premises” mentioned in 
sub-section (4) shall not be less than — 

Thirty pounds within the Lublin Metropolitan Police 
Listrict or within the city of Belfast as defined by the 
Redistribution of Seats Act, 1885 ; 

25 Twenty pounds in the cities of Cork, Limerick, Waterford, 

Galway, or Londonderry ; 

Fifteen pounds in any other city or town of over ten thousand 
inhabitants at the census next preceding the application ; 
and 

30 Ten pounds in all other places. 
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3. Nothing in this Act shall be taken to affect the law as to 
t-lie transfer of licenses or their Assignment from one person to 
another. 

4. The expression “license” shall not be held to include a 
”W holesale Beer Dealer’s license, or an Occasional license, but shall 
include an Excise license ; and these and all other expressions in 
this Act shall have respectively the same meanings as in the 
Licensing Acts (Ireland), 1872 and 1874. 
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
